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College  Club  Features  Debate 


Wolves  Close  Year 
In  Blaze  Of  Glory 

Chalk  Up  Enviable  Record 
For  Season 


Coach  A.  A.  Wills  and  his  Joliet  Jun¬ 
ior  College  basketball  team  rang  down 
the  curtain  on  another  great  season, 
winning  eighteen  games  and  losing  only 
seven,  and  also  copping  their  ninth 
consecutive  conference  championship. 

The  Wolves  finished  their  season  in 
a  blaze  of  glory,  whipping  the  Illini  All- 
Stars,  composed  of  the  Dehners,  the 
Wardleys,  the  Combeses,  the  Vopickas 
and  company — fin  a  thrilling  overtime 
battle,  64  to  59.  Matching  accurate 
shooting  with  speed  and  clever  passing, 
the  Jaycee  quintet  rolled  up  its  highest 
point  total  for  one  contest  against  the 
greatest  combination  of  cage  stars  in 
the  Middle  West.  All-conference  selec¬ 
tions,  All-Americans,  six  letter-winners 
- — these  reputations  meant  nothing  to 
Coach  Wills’  boys  as  they  gallantly 
worked  the  ball  through  their  larger 
and  more  experienced  opponents  for 
field  goals. 

An  Enviable  Record 

In  chalking  up  their  nineteen  vic¬ 
tories,  the  Willsmen  defeated  all  of 
their  conference  foes  at  least  once  dur¬ 
ing  the  year.  Statistics  reveal  that  of 
the  seven  Joliet  losses,  five  were  at  the 
hands  of  four-year  opponents,  namely, 
DeKalb  Normal,  Illinois  Wesleyan, 
Muskegon  College,  Hanover  and  Rose 
Poly.  The  two  other  losses  were  suffer¬ 
ed  at  LaGrange  and  at  the  Chicago 
Field  House,  where  Thornton  eliminat¬ 
ed  the  Wolves  in  the  semi-finals  of  the 
State  Tournament. 

According  to  the  records,  Joliet  rang 
up  a  total  of  1,063  points  during  the 
entire  campaign,  averaging  43  points 
per  contest. 

Six  Frosh  to  Return 

The  Illini  game  marked  the  end  of 
the  playing  careers  of  Captain  Bob 
Archambeault,  Ted  Krumpoch,  Phil 
Meyers,  Bob  Dowse  and  Roger  Rush. 
Six  freshmen  players,  led  by  Fred 
Bewersdorf,  ace  pivot  man,  will  form 
the  nucleus  for  another  promising  Pur¬ 
ple  and  White  aggregation  next  season. 
The  remaining  five  cagers  are  Bob 
Blackburn,  Jack  Hogan,  Bob  Cahill, 
Gordon  Peterson  and  Lynn  Cunning¬ 
ham,  all  of  whom  gained  considerable 
experience  against  Wolf  opponents  in 
their  first  year  on  the  squad.

Among  the  latest 
additions  to  the  J.J.C.  library  are  best 
sellers  in  biography,  history,  and  fiction. 

Pearl  Buck's,  “The  Patriot,”  is  one  of 
these  new  books.  It  was  awarded  the 
Nobel  Prize  for  literature  in  1938. 
“The  Patriot”  is  a  story  of  China,  that 
starts  with  the  revolution  that  swept 
down  the  Yangtze  and  that  ends  in 
the  mountains  of  inner  China.  In  the 
story,  young  and  old  fight  alike  in 
the  raids.  This  is  a  novel  of  action  and 
ardor,  and  shows  the  author’s  gift  for 
feeling  and  seeing  people  as  never 
strange  or  very  different  from  our¬ 
selves. 

“My  America,”  by  Louis  Adamic,  is 
autobiography,  history,  sociology,  eco¬ 
nomics,  reporting,  narration,  and  liter¬ 
ature  all  in  one.  It  presents  all  the 
factors  that  go  to  make  up  a  country 
as  great  as  America,  a  country  that 
only  a  foreign-born  can  appreciate 
whole-heartedly. 

Another  best  seller  is  Anne  Morrow 
Lindbergh’s  “Listen,  the  Wind.”  Anne 
and  her  famous  husband,  Charles  Lind¬ 
bergh,  are  the  characters  in  the  book. 
Anne  tells  the  story  of  their  flight 
made  across  the  Atlantic  Ocean  from
